2. SECTION I - OVERVIEW 

A. GREECE ENJOYS A MILDLY EXPANDING ECONOMY SHOWING A 
REAL GNP GROWTH RATE OF 4.2 PERCENT FOR 1977. ITS MOST 
PRESSING ECONOMIC PROBLEMS ARE INFLATION AND LAGGING INVEST- 
MENT BOTH OF WHICH ARE OF KEEN CONCERN TO THE GREEK GOVERNMENT. 
U.S. EXPORTS TO GREECE IN 1977 ARE EXPECTED TO REMAIN AT AN 
ANNUAL RATE OF APPROXIMATELY $400 MILLION REFLECTING A DROP IN 
THE U.S. MARKET SHARE FROM 7.6 PERCENT IN 1976 TO 6.3 PERCENT 

IN 1977IGREEK STATISTICS BASED ON THE FIRST TEN MONTH PERIOD 
FOR BOTH YEARS). THE OUTLOOK FOR U.S. SALES IN 1978 AND 
1979 IS GOOD PARTICULARLY SINCE THE DEPRECIATION OF THE 
DOLLAR RELATIVE TO THE CURRENCIES OF GREECE'S OTHER MAJOR 
TRADING PARTNERS WILL MAKE U.S. PRODUCTS MORE COMPETITIVE. 
GREECE'S FORTHCOMING FULL MEMBERSHIP IN THE EC, AND ITS CONTINUING 
GROWTH A A REGIONAL CENTER FOR U.S. BUSINESS, SERVE TO INCREASE 
THE SIGNIFICANCE AND POTENTIAL OF THE GREEK MARKET. 

B. THE PRINCIPAL ECONOMIC/COMMERCIAL GOALS OF THE 
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UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT ARE TO: (1) INCREASE U.S. EXPORTS 
TO GREECE AND THUS CAPTURE A GREATER SHARE OF THE GREEK 
MARKET; (2) MAINTAIN A FAVORABLE CLIMATE FOR U.S. INVEST- 
MENT, TRADE, AND ECONOMIC/COMMERCIAL ENDEAVORS IN GENERAL; 
(3) TAKE ADVANTAGE OF EXPANDED MARKET OPPORTUNITIES 
PROVIDED BY GREEK ENTRY INTO THE EC; AND (4) ENCOURAGE 
AND SUPPORT U.S. FIRMS DOING BUSINESS IN THE MIDDLE EAST 
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THROUGH REGIONAL HEADQUARTERS IN ATHENS. IN KEEPING 
WITH OUR OVERALL EFFORTS TO EASE TENSIONS IN THE EASTERN 
MEDITERRANEAN WE WILL WATCH FOR OPPORTUNITIES TO ENCOURAGE 
REGIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION. 

C. THE GREEKS ARE KEENLY INTERESTED IN MODERNIZING 
THEIR ECONOMY WITH AN EYE TOWARD BRINGING GREECE INTO A 
BETTER ALIGNMENT WITH THE MORE ADVANCED EC COUNTRIES. 

U.S. COMMERCIAL OBJECTIVES, THEREFORE, GIVE PRIMARY 
IMPORTANCE TO THE PROMOTION OF AMERICAN PRODUCTS IN 
SEVERAL FIELDS ICLUDING: MODERN COMMUNICATIONS 
EQUIPMENT AND SYSTEMS; MINING EQUIPMENT; POLLUTION 
CONTROL EQUIPMENT; TEXTILE MACHINERY: FOOD PROCESSING
